A response from Randy Cole, 
KN6W suggested using old-fashioned boiled linseed oil. 


I promptly tried a test patch of boiled linseed oil alongside the Formula 
2001. Here are the results: 


After two plus weeks and under varying light conditions, the clear winner 
TS Srccenk (opening the envelope)... 


BOILED LINSEED OIL! 


The Formula 2001 DOES improve the original finish, but the boiled linseed 
oil yields a brighter luster. As Randy cautions, other products may 
cause long-term deteriation, whereas the linseed oil should be safe.

Here's some info on Bristol multi-spline wrenches for R-390 
knobs: The proper wrench hase six splines with a diameter of 0.096". 

Xcelite has a "screwdriver" bit for their "99" series known as 
a 99-66. You'll need to by a handle (99-1) if you don't already have 
one. Snap-on has L-shaped "multi-spline keys" under part number MS8. 

I bought my original Xcelite 99-66 from Techni-tool in suburban 
Philadelphia (215-825-4990) some years ago. Although they had a $25.00 
minimum for mail orders, they let me pick it up as a "will-call" order 
and pay cash for what was then a $2.05 item. You might try Jensen for 
mail order. 

Hope this helps get the knobs off. The other approach is to 
file an Allen wrench to sorta fit, and then replace the set screws with 
the Allen equivqlents.

Subject: Killing Mildew in Books [was RE: Old German Rubber] 


A number of years ago, we had an exceptionally hot and humid summer in 
Seneca, SC (I was attending graduate school in Clemson at the time). I 
could not afford to run the air conditioner during the day and the house 
got pretty humid. A number of my textbooks, QST's, etc. began to mildew. 
I tried a number of things like Lysol, rubbing alcohol (isopropanol), 
household cleaners and so on but nothing stopped the mildew. Even the 
organic paint additives for preventing mildew did not work. [The highly 
toxic mercury and lead compounds that used to be added to paint DO work but 
they are no longer available due to their extremely poisonous nature.] In 
desperation, I searched the university library. I tried a few "exotic" 
chemicals without success. Finally I found the best cure to be from 
various chemical formularies from the 1940's and earlier: good old "para" 
moth flakes! 


"Para" moth flakes or crystals, more properly called paradichlorobenzene, 
have been around for many years. Since the 1950's or so, they have 
generally been replaced by napthnalene "moth balls". This is because most 
people find the napthnalene to have a less offensive odor than "para", and 
also because they are less toxic to pets and humans. Additionally 
napthnalene moth balls generally cause less chemical damage (solvent 
attack) to surfaces than do para moth flakes. Unfortunately, napthnalene 
is not very effective at killing and preventing mildew. 


Paradichlorobenzene, fortunately, is VERY effective at this. 


I found that the best way to apply the paradichlorobenzene was to dissolve 
it in a low-boiling solvent and spray this on the books. Unfortunately 


para is not soluble in every solvent and you have to be careful that the 
solvent itself is not so aggressive that it dissolves the lacquers on the 
book covers. Also, almost all of the suitable solvents are very flammable. 


I used a mixture of pentane and hexane to dissolve the para, and used a 
sprayer powered by the exit side of our vacuum cleaner for the spraying. I 
did this outdoors and kept the vacuum cleaner as far away as possible from 
the spray. Much of the solvent evaporated before the spray touched the 
books. 


If I had to do this today, I would probably use a small garden sprayer or a 
hand pumped "Flit" sprayer (talk about your antiques!). The small cans 
like spray paint cans that can be filled and pressurized will also work. 
The solvent and para, however, will likely ruin the sprayer for future use. 
Since pentane and hexane are not likely to be found in the neighborhood 
hardware store, I would consider petroleum napthna or cigarette lighter 
fluid for the solvent. If you look hard, you can still find para moth 
flakes in many stores. Dissolve several tablespoons of the para in a pint 
of the solvent. 


Do your spraying outdoors. Stay well away from any spark or flame. 
PAVAVAVAVAVATATAVATA TATA TATA TA TATA TATA TATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATA TATA TATA TATA TATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATATAS 
Remember that static electricity can create sparks that might ignite your 
solvent so keep your quantities low and be ready for the unexpected! Spray 
the edges and covers of the books heavily (mildew loves glue!). Wear 
rubber gloves and a respirator mask while doing this. You might want to 
flip the pages of some books while they are being sprayed too. 


Once sprayed, allow the books to remain outdoors for several hours for the 
solvent to evaporate. The para odor should linger though. Be careful that 
the solvent does not attack the book bindings. 


If you plan to store these books for extended times, heavy cardboard boxes 
or fiber barrels may be used. Add some extra para moth flakes inside these 
boxes before they are sealed. Avoid direct contact of the para with the 
books, however. With time the para evaporates, so you may have to add more 
every year or two. 


This procedure stopped the active mildew growth on my books. It has never 
returned in 20 years (but consider my house here in Tennessee has a heat 
pump and the humidity is kept low all year). 


FINAL REMINDERS: Paradichlorobenzene is fairly toxic so avoid skin contact 
and breathing the fumes. The solvents are very flammable and potentially 
explosive. Be careful! You want to be around to enjoy the boatanchors you 
so tenderly restored.

I use Armor All, STP Son of a Gun Protectant, and Silicone lubricant sprays 
on soft rubber parts on the car and around the house. They work very well 
at keeping the rubber pliable and preventing _further_ deterioriation. 

Now, as I think about these WWII ear cups, a point of caution comes to 
mind. That is, is this german "rubber" similar to modern american "rubber" 
and will it tolerate silicone based protectants? I'd speculate that the 
german rubber is synthetic rather than natural latex, but maybe someone 
else on the net knows for sure. I've never tried silicone protectants on 
natural rubber, but I guess you could experiment by getting some latex 
gloves at a medical supply outlet and spraying these different products 
onto them. Hope you find something that works, that headphone set must be 
pretty rare. BTW, one final thought, you might try contacting the 
restoration department of a museum (maybe the Smithsonian Air & Space 
Museum?). They probably know of some proven method for preserving rubber.
